Tamm plunged in after her. When 
three young men_had helped him to drag 
the young woman from the water, Tamm 
hurried trom the park and went to his 
home, 4052 Forest Park boulevard. He 
was arrested there later and detained at 
the Wyoming Street Police Station un- 
til Thursday, when he was released. 

He is 56 years old, a bachelor and 
president of the Tamm Bros. Glue Co., 
at Manchester and Sarpy avenues, 

Miss Baluka will be 21 years old next 
Sunday. For two years she has been 
employed as bookkeeper and confiden- 
tial stenographer in Tamm’s office. He 
home is with her parents at 300 St. 
George street. 

Her leap into the lake followed a 
scene at the office Wednesday afternoon 
when, according to Tamm’s statement, 
he told her that she must give up all 
thought of love for him and must keep 
to her place as an employe. 

The girl acknowledges that she was 
in love with Tamm. Ta a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter at the City Hospital 
Thursday, she said: 

‘lL was crazy in love with my boss.

aay Foley is charged with assault to 
kill Patrolman Patrick Stapleton, who 
was beaten by voung men, said to be 
members of ‘‘the Bottoms gang.”’ 
The assault on Stapleton was made 
after he had arrested Foley, on Frank- 
lin avenue, near Twenty-third street, 
just before midnight Feb. 9. Stapleton 
on the stand told of the circumstances 
leading up to the arrest and assault. 
“I was at the corner of ‘bwenty-tinrd 
street and Franklin avenue just before 
midnight,’’ said he, ‘‘when Foley and 
about a dozen other members of his 
gang came out of a saloon on the cor- 
ner. They were using very vile lan- 
guage. I told them to stop it and move 
on. They began to curse again and I 
told thera J weuld arrest them if they 
did not get away from that corncr. 
“As I walked away one of them said, 
‘Give it to the —— —— —.’ Before I 
could turn they jumped me. I was 
knocked down and as I rose I pulled 
my pistol. They saw the move and 
started to run east. I fired two shots 
at them as I ran after them.

“After a chase of half a block I 
caught Tony Foley. I led him back 
to Twenty-third street and as I passed 
the cornr, nolding Foley with my left 
hand in which I had my night sticx 
and with my revolver in my right, one 
of the crowd pinioned my arms to my 
side.

Month's Reeetpts of Food. 

Receipts by rail during March, 1906, 
convey a fair estimate of the amount 
of food stuffs that might be prevented 
from entering the city if railway traf- 
fic were stopp@). Last March 200 cars 
ef potatoes ‘holding 39,465 — busheis 
were shipped into the city; in April, 
1906, 187 cars, containing 38,274 bush- 
els, were received. In the same year 
$14,150 bushels of wheat were re- 
ceived in March and 783,750 bushels 
in April, In March, 1,119,770 pounds 
of butter and 11,446,800 pounds of 
fresh beef were received. 

Eges were received in Marcvh, 1906, 
to the number of 77,299, and in April. 
§1.955. During the vear, 989,354 eggs 
were received by rail, as against only 
23.771 by river pec tcets. 

During the suinmer season last year 
400 cars of tomatoes, 490 cars of cab- 
bages, 300 cars of celery were received 
and consumed here. Over 200,000 bar- 
rels of apples were in local cold stor- 
age last fall. Most of these have been 
consumed, according to dealers. There 
were 44 carloads of onions received 
last March and ?0 carloads in April. 

All railway delivery of strawberries 
amounts to about 210,000 quarts a day. 
Fully 250 carloads of the early berries 
are supplied at this season of the year 
by the Southern States. Over 400 car- 
loads of grapes, 783 carloads of water- 
melons were 
Over 150 cars of cantaloupes and 300 cars 
of peaches came into the city. Sixty- 
five thousand crates of oranges supplied 
St. Louis tables. The amount of poul- 
try and strictly garden truck received 
during the season now opened is not 
obtainable. 

Apart from the effects a general rail- 
way strike would. produce in St. Louis, 
dealers in foodstuffs point to the tre- 
mendous losses that would accrue to 
the shipping farmers, who supply the 
city with the largest percentage of its 
consumption.

This 
later involved the question of the right 
of another child born to them to partic- 
pate with Henry Bunel in the immense 
estate of the grandfather. The right of 
this child to participae Was proven in 
court, and the estate has been divided 
betwen them. Henry Napoleon Bune! 
was taken to France at the age of 9 by 
relatives and has since lived there.

German Official Spent Long 
Time Perfecting Mechanism. 


The works of a clock have a mysteri- 
ous fascination for the average layman, 
says the Horological Review. _The tire- 
less, independent movement imparts to 
the works of a clock some of the at- 
tributes of a living being. In the case 
of those having a gift for mechanics, 


interests in clocks results in attempts 
to accomplish something extraordinary 
in this fleld. It can be .-adily under- 
stood that when this tendency is not 
accompanied by scientific mechanical 
training nothing in the direction of per- 
fection of the time measure is to be 

ted. The effort in such cases is 
usually expended in the employment of | 
the clockwork, with such auxiliary | 
mechanism as may be required for the! 
purpose, for the operation of all sorts! 
of figures. and this has _ occasionally 
given birth to entirely original, unique 
works of art. 

Such a contrivance is the so-called 
“Twelve Aposties Clock,” the work of 
a frontier official, Herr Stolz of Fende- 
nirk (Province Brandenburg), Germany, 
who spent more than three years jn its 
construction.

The new ar- 
rival is sent into the lumber yards or 
mill with a trained elephant. It trudges 
alongside and watches for awhile and 
then begins to lift, and lay, and push. 
The Siamese elephants are captured 
wild. All new elephants are the prop- 
erty of the King, to be disposed of offi- 
claily whenever caught. Their present 
value is from $2000 to $2500 each. 


Giving Elephant Baths. 

“The elephant’s intuitive faculty is 
strong, and in a new environment, with 
food and baths, careful oiling and groom- 
ing, he soon becomes a useful member 
of the industrial body. These big vege- 
tarians live on hay, grain, green fodder, 
bananas and rice, and to keep in good 
condition must have frequent baths. 

“The keepers scrub them with the 
husks of kitul palm, or with brushes as 
coarse and stiff as street brooms; and 
as black toes are great points. of beauty 
and highly desirable, the beasts get 
manicure attention for their 20 nails 
with a stout shoe brush. Even in the 
teak forests an elephant without a tail 
is treated disresnectfully by his fel- 
lows. The appearance of all of the ele- 





phants which have been tamed is im- 
preved by the application of oil to thelr 
skins every few days.”’

He will bless the congregation with the 
relic and the clergy will depart from 
the sanctuary in silence. 

In order that those Who wish to visit 
the cross, which is exposed in Catholic 
churches on Good Friday, may not be 
inconvenienced by this special devotion, 
the cross will be placed in the lower 
church, the doors of which will be open 
all day until 6 o'clock in the evening.

ILLINOIS WANTS 
DOSEVELT SPEECH 


President Asked to Deciare 
Railroad Policy at Spring- 
field Meeting, 


By Wire From the Washington Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, March 28.—A general 
invitation has been extended to railroad 
officials throughout the United States 
by the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion to come to Washington and confer 
with that body with a view to deciding 
on a policy of legislation for more g0V- 
ernmental control over the roads to save 
them from the diverse action of the 
State legislatures and to restore public 
confidence in railread investments. _ 
“The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion will be glad to see railroad otffi- 
cials from any section of the country or 
from all parts of the United States, 
said Commissioner Lane, ‘‘for the pur- 
pose of discussing with them proposed 


governmental control of such a charac- 
ter that it will not be tabutious to the 
interests of the railroads. The whole 
Interstate Commerce Commission feels 
that way.’ 

The statement practically comes from 
President Rogsevelt, as Commissioner 
Lane has conferred with him every day 
for the last fortnight and he reflects 
the Presjdent’s views. The railroad sit- 
uation Was gone Over again last night 
by the President, Secretary telyou, 
Secretary Garfield, Assistant Secretary 
of State Bacon, who was called in be- 
cause of his knowledge of financial con- 
ditions in New York, having been a 
partner of J. P. Morgan & Co +i Ao * 
Kellogg and Interstate Commerce Com- 
missioners Kanpp, Clements, Lane 
Clark and Harlan, Cmmissioners Prouty 
and Cockrell being out of the city. 

Marvin Hughitt of Chicago, president 
of the Northwestern read, has arrived 
to see the President today. President 
Roosevelt now has under consideration 
a proposition to make an authentic an- 
nouncement of his policy with regard to 
the railroads so as to put a stop to the 
agitation which has disturbed the rail- 
roads and the stock market. 


Illinois Wants Speech. 


A committee representing the IIl- 
nois Manufacturers’ Association told 
the President they feared an indus- 
trial panic unless some assurances are 
given the country by President Roose- 
velt. They were assured that the 
country had nothing to fear and were 
advised that the President would take 
the matter of making a public ad- 
dress under advisement,

ing wil] be fixed to suit the conveni- 
ence of the President. He will decide 
within three or four days whether or 
not ‘he will attend the convention and 
make an address which will have a 
calming effect. 

President Roosevelt practically has 
decided to temrer the vigor of his 
railroad policy, and while it would 
not be. correct to say that Mr. Roose- 
velt has stopped his campaign against 
the railroads, these corporations will 
not have such a hard time in the im- 
mediate future. There will be a small 
number of prosecutions brought in 
the future, One reason being that the 
Interstate Commerce Commission is 
utterly swamped by work, and no 
new prosecutions can be inaugurated. 

This does not apply to the Harriman 
merger, as that case will be pushed. 
President Roosevelt has become con- 
vinced that unless there is a cessation 
of the agitation against the railroads 
the country will be visited by a dis- 
astrous industrial panic. The Presi- 
dent wished to avert this calamity, as 
he sees clearly that if a panic occurs 
during his administration he will be 
the greatest loser. For these reasons 
he is willing to do something to re- 
store confidence.

He 
came to this country in 1834, and going 
West, bought a lot of land where Mii- 
waukee now stands. He sold out ata 
tremendous profit and went to Chicago 
where he started the first banking house 
there under the firm name of George 
Smith & Co. The Northwestern Nation- 
al Bank was the outgrowth of that 
firm. He bouht real estate in Chicago 
and made millions. He bought immense 
blocks of bonds of Southern states and 
of South American countries at a frac- 
tion of their par value and sold them 
at par. He was almost a magician in 
money- making ventures and the next 
thing to a miser when it came to spend- 
ing anything. He went to London in 
the 70’s and lived practically as a re- 
cluse in the London Reform Club, where 
he died.

Its bakers and confectioners use hardly 
ara else for fuel. It burns up 
whole forests of timber every year, 
and extensive forests in several regions 
of France are reserved for supplying it 
with fuel. 

Coal is scarce in France and dear, and 
not of very good quality. Besides, the 
Parisians are conservative in home 
Matters. The cheery appearance of the 
Fowing log on the hearth appeals to 

hem, and most likely generations will 

before they give up burning wood 


Itogether. 
Although the consumption has  de-

To furnish this supply about 60,000 
hectares, or nearly 125,000 acres, of 
woodland were cleared in the four years.

The 
average is about 30 years. From this an 
estimate may be made of the enormous 
tracts of land that are given up to 
forestation in irance for this purpose 
alone.

COAL VEIN IS FOUND 
AFTER MUCH EXPENSE. 


English Fuel ‘Strata Is Twenty 
Feet Thick. 


A brilllant. scientific prognostication, 
in the domain of. geology, has pu been 
confirmed in South Staffordshire, Eng- 
land. It appears that for centuries a 
famous 10-yard seam of coal has :been 
worked, but is now almost exhausted, 
and the vein lost at what is known 
as the great Western boundary fault, 
and unheaval of some previous geologic 


age. 

Prof. Charles Lapworth of Birmingham 
University was convinced from a study 
of the strain on both sides of the fault 
that coal should exist to the West. Ex- 
perimental boring to locate the seam 
that has just been discovered has been 
carried on for a number of years, and at 
great expense, as it was located at a 
depth of 1586 feet. 

he coal, which occurs in a bed 20 feet 
thick, is of exceptional quality, and, as 
its extent has been demonstrated by the 
sinking of two shafts, it is now proposed 
to exploit the deposit with the most La 
proved machinery, on the basis of 
tons per day. 

The discovery of the coal seam, which 
is believed to have an extent of 10 
square miles, is of national importance, 
and its development igs expected to lead 
to an active Industrial development [in 
South Staffordshire.

Some idea of the hardship which at- 
tends life in the Arctic Circle is given 
by A. Borissoff, writing in the London 
Express, as follows: 

“(ne of my most terrible adventures 
occurred in 1900, when I, with two sci- 
entists anJ a Samoyede, made an expe- 
dition to Nova Zembla d the unex- 
plored country round a t there. We 
were carried out to sea on a block of 
ice, and when we attempted to reach 
the shore in our canoe we found it im- 
possible, and were obliged to return i% 
our iceberg. 

“We were nearly dead with cold and 
thirst. One of our party cried out: ‘My 
God! If I could only have a little warm 
witer I should die in peace!’ 

‘In the early dawn the Samoyede 
sighted a seal and shot it. We drank 
its warm blood as though it were the 
elixir of life, and ate its liver and lungs, 
raw as they were. When our appetites 
was slightly satisfied we stayed to cook 
the rest of the seal by dipping bits of it 
into petroleum and then setting them 
alight. Then for days we crept along 
over the broken ice-fields and the bergs 
until we reached the coast.”’ 


NEW ENGINE HELPS 
DEFECTS IN BRAKES. 


Position of Drawbar Corrected 
in New Design. 


An old engineer points out that cer- 
tain trains which had a habit of leaving 


the track on a downhill curve were 
braked mostly by the engine, causing 
the cars to bump against it. and, as the 
drawbar between engine and tender was 
lower than the axle of the trucks the 
rear end of the engine was depressed 
and the forward end raised, 

The conditions are now reversed. With 
emergency brakes, the braking is mostly 
done by the train, but as the drawbar 
is now higher than the axle of the 
trucks the forward end of the engine is 
raised by the pulling back of the cars. 

A new locomotive design is the sug- 

ested remedy. In this the weight must 
ee readjusted and enough must be 
placed on the forward trucks to make 
sure that they can guide the engine at 
all times.

16,053 IMMIGRANTS ARRIVE. 


Largest Number to Reach 
Gotham in One Day, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

NEW YORK, March 28.—A total of 
16,063 immigrants and 1806 cabin travel- 
ers arrived in this port on a dozen 
steamships yesterday. It was probably 
the record immigration day of the rush 
season

were held aboard ship. There were not 
enough deputy collectors, inspectors, 
appraisers and immigration boarding 
officers to finish the work properly and 
hundreds of cabin passengers were held 
weary, hungry and  disconsolate on 
piers for a long time.

While Senator Foraker'’s statement 
was unexpected by the general public, 
it is known that his friends have been 
urging him to make a declaration. The 
statement was precipitated by the in- 
terview given out in Columbus, O., by 


thur I. Voryis, in which he declared 
his intention of supporting Secretary 
Taft for the Republican presidential 
nomination. 

The State Central Committee of Ohio 
consists of 21 members, one from each 
congressional district in the State. It 
is controlled absolutely by the Foraker- 
Dick combination. It is expected that, 
at the request of Senator Foraker, this 
committee will issue the call during the 
latter part of April or early in May. 
The questions at issue will then be 
discussed from the stump until the elec- 
tions in November, when Senator For- 
aker’s friends plan to have the dele- 
gates to the next Republican conven- 
tion elected. There are about nine hun- 
dred of these delegates. 

Senator Foraker himself will take the 
stump and it is his intention to chal- 
lenge Secretary Taft to joint debate 
throughout the State. Foraker is an 
experienced campaigner and a popular 
one in Ohio. Friends of Senator For- 
aker here who heard of his statement 
sav it is eharacteristic of him. They 
think. it is typical of his political meth- 
ods, and that his daring will win. 

Secretary Taft is now en route to Pan- 
ama with Representative Burton of 
Ohio, chairman of the House Committee 
on Rivers and Harbors, who has open- 
ly espoused the Secretary’s cause. It 
is expected that Representative Burton 





will at the first opportunity announce 
his candidacy for the United States Sen- 
ate to succeed Foraker. Just before he 
left he intimated that if it became nec- 
essary he would do s0. Senator For- 
aker’s statement was shown President 
Roosevelt, who declared he had nothing 
to say. The primary election is a new 
thing in Ohio. Here is Foraker's state- 
ment: 

I have been go busily ooeupied that I have 
had neither time nor disposition to even think 
about polities, either State or national, espe- 
Clally polities that belonged to next year, 

It seems to me premature to be now dis- 
cusssing What is go far ahead. However. in 
view of the Interviews and announcements of 





one kind or another that are appearing 
the newspapers, I feel that I may with pro- 
bid say that I do not want any political 
ionors from the Republicans of Ohlo without 
their hearty esproval.

Thus woul.-be purchusers or 
tnose attsacted merely by curiosity will 
S¢e NOt only the collections themselves, 
but the manner of their arrangement, 
the coljections, placed and arranged by 
Stanford White himself, with the un- 
erring eye of the art connoisseur for 
which he was no noted. 

It is owlng to this that the interest 
of the sale. will be very considerably 
neightened, for the chance 
these collections, from the smallest vase 


or jar to schemes of decoration involv- | 
ing entire rooms, exactly as their artis-- 


tic owner disposed them to obtain the 
Sreatest opssible artistic effect, is 
ijself a feature of wiiich few auction 
sales can boast. 

Made Purchasers for Others. 

Staniord Whites reputation as 
connoisseur in art was 
4audqd unquestioned. Muany a 
returned from Europe laden with Z 
Surts of treasures which his friends 
lad commissioned him to purchase 
in such purchases they allowed him full 
ireedom of choice; that he thought the 
things beautiful was quite enough for 
them. There is many a mansion in New 
sork filled with ariistic treasures which 
Were singled out avroad by Stanford 
White. 

He was a man who traveled extensive- 
ly, with his eyes ever open for paintings 
aad vuses and tapestries and all the otn- 
or things that charm the artist. Hol- 
land, luey, France, Spain and other 
countries rich in relics of old times, 
were rejeatediy yisited by him in his 
own inteyest or in that of those among 
his friends who valued what such coun- 
tries have to offer to the artist. 

What White bought abroad he bought 
with an eye to a certain effect which 
might be obtained in his Gramercy Park 
home; what he arranged there he ar- 
ranged with artistic instinct, untram- 
meled by the views or the interference 
of anybody. Thus everything in the 

hatse forms one harmonious whole. 


Bach Article Has Place. 
However varied the countless.  ob- 
ects of art that go to make up the col- 

ns, they are so disposed about the 
house by their owner that they blend 
with all the rest, forming a scheme 
of artistic interior decoration such as it 
would be difficult to duplicate in this 
city or anywhere else in the United 
tates. 

Stanford White gained his position as 
a connoisseur by the most practical 
means. Educated for an architect, he 
showed at an early stage the-most re- 
markable taste in designing interiors. 
As aside issue and from the pleasure 
he took in it, he composed book cov- 
ers and drew designs for picture 
frames, the covers of The Century Mag- 
azine in its early years and of the Cen- 
tury Dictionary being due to his taste. 

He was an intimate friend of Augus- 
tus Saint-Gaudens, who intrusted to 
him the difficult and delicate problem 
of preparing the pedestal for his (Saint- 
Gaudens’s) monuments. Thus the stone 
bench and pedestal for the Farragut in 

son Square was designed by White. 
Saint-Gaudens made for him the Diana 
which serves as weathercock on the 
tip top of the tower of Madison Square 
Garden. Among the monuments de- 
signed by White alone is the shaft with 
‘the crowning eagle at West Point. 

Began Own Collection. 

It was as an architect as well as de- 
signer that Stanford White naturally 
turned to beautiful things—furniture 
and wall decorations of many kinds. as 
well as paintings—but his firm was so

TWO VALUABLE MEASURES. 

Wednesday was a field day for the people of 
St. Louis in the House of Delegates. The House 
redeemed many of its sins of omission and commis- 
sion by passing two long-delayed measures of great- 
est importance and value to the city—the Busch 
Manufacturers’ Railway bill and the McKinley 
system’s franchise bill. 

The action of the House on the Busch bill was 
marred by the bungle which prevented the adoption 
of the two amendments suggested by the Post- 
Dispatch, which met all the objections to the Coun- 
cil bill. The suggestion of these amendments, and 
their acceptance by the representatives of the 
Manufacturers’ Railway, concentrated public  sup- 
port on the bill and resulted in the demand which 
brought it out of the committee and forced its 
passage by the House. The failure of the amend- 
ments to get into the bill was evidently due to 
an oversight in the wrangle over the measure. The 
majority voted for the bill under the impression 
that these amendments were incorporated in_ it. 
Unfortunately, the blunder cannot be corrected 
now, but must await the action of the next Munici- 
pal Assembly, which, under one of the clauses in 
the bill, will have the power to amend it. 

The good purpose of the Busches and their as- 
sociates, who were represented in this matter by 
Mr. August A. Busch, was demonstrated by Mr. 
Busch’s willingness to accept the amendments per- 
fecting the bill from the public standpoint and pro- 
tecting the public interests. His good faith is prov- 
en by his public pledge to accept for the company 
the conditions embodied in the amendments, and, 
so far as it lies in his power, to obtain the adoption 
of the amendments by the next Municipal As- 
sembly. Mr. Busch’s statement to the Post-Dis- 
patch that he would rather not have the franchise 
and rest under any imputation of bad faith, and 
his sweeping pledge to do what he can to rectily 
the mistake are most creditable to him. 

The adoption of these two measures under the 
force of an overwhelming public demand, not only 
signifies the value which the people of St. Louis 


place upon them, but constitutes a vote of confidence 
in the men to whom these valuable privileges are 


granted. The response to this expression of con- 
fidence should be a prompt and faithful carrying out 
of the plans for which the grants provide.

OW and then mirrors of a curious 
N ous kind are seen in Europe. They 
are called ‘‘magic mirrors,’’ and 
are of Japanese origin, made, not of 
glass silvered, but of cast bronze, pol- 
ished on the face, and bearing on the 
back raised patterns, inscriptions, sym- 
bolical designs, crests or pictures. 
When exposed to a bright beam of 
light from the sun or from an electric 
lamp they reflect in the light from their 
polished face the image of the pattern 
on their backs. 

This is a purely optical property, and 
haa, of course, nothing in common with 
the fortune-telling magic crystals of 
the astologer or the alleged magic mir- 
rors of necromancy, yet it long puzzled 
the scientific optician and even now is 
little known or believed. The researches 
of various scientific men have estab- 
lished the fact that the phenomenon is 
due to very minute differences of curv- 
ature in the polished face, differences 
so minute that they do not affect the 
ordinary use of the mirror as a looking- 
glass, and that can be detected only 
by delicate optical tests. 

The only remaining mystery has been 


as to how these delicate differences of 
curvature were produced in exact cor- 
respondence to the pattern on the back.

SODAS WILL COST MORE. 


Ice Cream Prices to Be Materi- 
ally Increased. 


The price of ice cream sodas, owing 
to the new pure food law formulated 
by government experts, will be higher 
during the coming summer. The new 


law fixes the per centage of butter fat— 
the substance that constitutes the rich- 
ness of cream—at 16 in cream to be 
used for ice cream. 

City Chemist Buckland said Thursday 
that heretofore the average ice cream 
Was made from cream containing about 
7 per cent of butter fat. The change 
means that ice cream which has been 
selling for 75 cents a gallon—the qual- 
itv in general use at West End foun- 
tains, will cost during the summer $1 
or $1.10, and that sodas which sold for 
5 cents will cost 10 cents, those which 
sold for 16 cents being advanced to 15 
cents. The difference in price was chief- 
ly due to the varying amount of creain

Hayti after missing the connection to 
Hornersville. 

Among the travelers who killed time 
between trains at Hayti was mene? 
Boynton of 209 Security Building. Mr. 
Boynton says his attention was 4at- 
tracted to his fellow passenger on the 
way down to Pemiscot country by the 
display of sidearms and a pair of pale 
green high-laced boots. He noticed him 
again at the hotel when the stranger 
sallied forth to pass the time by playing 
ovl. 

Laer Boynton heard that the Town 
Marshal had been “sizing up’ the 
‘*heeled’’ stranger and had arrested him 
in the poolroom. Mr. Boynton joined 
the crowd at the hearing before the 
Mayor of the town, pnuzzied over the 
reason for the arrest, because he had 
not noticed any attempt to conceal the 
formidable shooting trons.

The 
lecture lasted for some time and the 
spectators gathered that the heavily 
armed appearance of Kennett was 
taken as a reflection upon that section 
of the State. The man upon the bench 
wound up by announcing that the pris- 
oner would be given the Iimit. 

The limit was $0 and Boynton says 
the prisoner was placed in the custody 
of the Marshal until he could telegraph 
to his father in St. Louis for money to 
settle the fine. He did so, got the 
money and also an order to ship the 
big pistol home by express.

East. 8t. Louis Mayoralty Cam- 
paign Develops a Prospective 
Franchise Element. 





PROMOTERS FIGHT COOK 


Promise a Big Plant, but Have 
Not Shown Anything Tan- 
gible as Yet. 


An unique feature of the East St. 
Louis municipal campaign is the atti- 
tude of the promoters of a proposed 
new waterworks system, for which a 
franchise for W years is asked. It is 
said now that if T. J. Canavan is elect- 
ed Mayor, together with a friendly 
Council, the valuable franchise refused 
by the present Council would possibly 
be granted. 

Charles &. Carroll, John Kickham 
and William Meeker applied to the City 
Council several months ago: for a 5v- 
year franchise to lay pipes in the streets 
throughout the city and to construct 


and maintain a compiete waterworks 
system. No payment to the‘ city was 
provided for in return for the privileges 
asked. 

Ace ording to the verbal statements of 
the promoters, an elaborate waterworks 
system was planned, with a filter plant 
and pumping station on the bluffs, to 
cost $2,000.00. They said it was to be 
backed entirely by East St. Louis cap- 
ital, furnished by three men in East St. 
Louis, in addition to the three promo- 
ters. lt was admitted that no plans or 
details for the immense undertaking 
had been prapared or started, and that 
the probable cost had been only roughly 
estimated. 

The City Council Committee was 
unable to obtain the names of the 
other East St. Loulsans said to be able 
and willing to provide the millions nec- 
essary to construct the system, and re- 
fused to grant the franchise until some 
guarantec was made that the wWwater- 
works system would actually be built. 


Haven't Abandoned Plan. 


After the City Council turned down the 
franchise, John Kickham ‘‘flopper’’ from 
the Cook party, with which he had pre- 
viously been allied, and went over to 
the Citizens party. He is now a strong 
advocate of T. J. Canavan for Mayor. 
tie Was chairmann of the Citizens’ par- 
ty primary in the Fourth Ward, which 
sent a contesting delegation to the city 
convention, denouncing Mr. Kickham 8 
rulings when he presided over his own 
election as chairman of the meeting. 

P. W. Meeker, a brother of William 
Meeker, is a candidate for Alderman in 
the Second Ward on the Citizen's tick- 
et, and William Meeker is an ardent 
supporter of T. J. Canavan for Mayor. 

—. B. Carroll, the other member of 
the trio asking for the waterworks 
franchise, 1s one of Canavan’'s active 
supporters: and claims too be the orig- 
inator of “‘the campaign circus wagon 
with brass band attachment,” which ap- 
pears on the streets nightly in Mr. Can- 
avan's behalf. Mr. Carroll was an 
avowed candidate for City Attorney on 
that ticket, but withdrew his name on 
the night of the convention. It is said 
that the party leaders feared it would 
be embarrassing for the City Council to 
grant the waterworks franchise to Mr. 
Carroll and his associates in case he 
was elected and was acting as a city 
official. The franchise, if granted, would 
be a valuable asset for its owners, 
whereas the oftice of City Attorney 
pays only $1000 a year. 

If Mayor Cook is re-elected, 
sured that the franchise will not be 
granted in its present shape, and 
Messrs. Carroll,.Meeker and Kickham 
are working with might and main to 
cause his defeat, and to elect a Mayor 
and Council who may be friendly to 


their project.

NEBRASKA GETS 
RAILWAY BOARD 


Bill Signed by Gov. Sheldoz 
| and Goes Into Effect 
Immediately, 


LINCOLN, Neb., March 2.—The Ne- 
braska railway commission bill was 
signed by Gov. Sheldon last night and 


is now in full torce. It is drastic in its 
provisions and the railroads must ob- 
serve them or incur severe penaities, 

The bill provides that the members of 
the Railway Commission must De BWP 
years of age. They must not have any 
interest in any'common carrier doing 
business in the State. They must not 
engage in any business allied to or in- 
consistent with the business of the com- 
mission. Should a vacancy occur, the 
Governor must fill it by appointment. 

Salaries of the commissioners are fixed 
at $3000. No person shall be secretary of 
the commission who shall not be able 
to qualify as a commissioner. The com- 
mission must organize as soon as the 
bill is signed. The sum of $6000 is al- 
lowed for office expense and clerical 
hire. A secretary shall not receive more 
than $2500 and two clerks may be en- 
gaged at not more than $1200 per an- 
num. 

The Railway Commission has general 
charge of the railway companies, ¢x- 

ress companies, car companies, sleep- 
ng car companies, freight companies, 
telegraph companies, street railway 
companies or any other common car- 
riers. 

The commission must divide all 
freight into general and special classes 
and fix a reasonable rate for each class. 
The rates may vary as is deemed just 
to the various railways of the State. 
Joint freight rates, switching and term- 
inal charges must also be fixed by the 
commission, Charges, serviee and equip: 
ment of all the raikroads must be ex-

Ehippers, officers and empioyes must an- 
swer all questions. Fines for viilation 
4 the regulations may not exceed $25,- 


Examine Freight Rates. 

Freight rates between Nevoraska points 
and points in other states must be ex- 
amined. Violations of the jaw must be 
called to the attention of the Attorney- 
General, while the Commission may hire 
additional counsel. 

Railroads must file with the Commis- 
sion within 30 days after this act takes 
effect, complete schedules, classifications 
and tariffs covering the passenger and 
freight business. Then the Commission 
must furnish a new and cotpléete sthed- 
ule to the railways, authenticated with 
the seal of the Commission, 

Within 60 days, and not less than 30 
days, this new rate sheet will be effect- 
ive. Persons, shippers, cities or cor- 
porations may file complaints. The rail- 
roads are notified and the date is set 
for the hearing. In case of disputs 
the lowest rate accepted for traffic shall 
be accepted as prima facie evidence that 
the charge is a just and reasonable 
one. After the hearing the Commission 
shall announce its decision. 

After obtaining a transcript of the 
proceedings, any railroad may, ys eal to 
any district court of the or re- 
dress. The burden of ee rh rest 
upon the plaintiff to show that the rate 
or ruling is an unreasonable one. 

On or before Aug. 1, 1907, and annual- 
ly thereafter, a complete feport of the 
affairs of the railroads must be fl 
with the Railroad Commission. This 
shall contain a statement of all persons 
who have received passes and the rela- 
tion they bear to the railroad. 

Rebates, discriminations, preferences 
and special privileges of all kinds are 
forbidden and punishable by heavy fines. 
Railroads may houl freight for fairs, 
expositions Or hospitals at a reduced 
rate. Actions for the violations of the 
law may be brought against the com- 
pany in any court of any county through 
which State the road runs. The act 
has the emergency clause, and goes into 
effect as soon as signed by the Gover- 
nor

TREPOFF'S NIECE 
GOES 10 PRISON 


Expelled From Switzerland for 
Killing Man Mistaken 
for Durnovo, 


ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

THUN, Switgerland, March 28.—Mlle. 
Tatiana Leontieff, the Russian woma 
who murdered a Frenchman nam 
Muller at Interlaken in September last, 
mistaking him for M. Durnovo, ¢x-Min- 
ister of the Intertor of Russia, was to- 
day sentenced to four years’ solitary 
eonfinement and to 20 years’ expulsion 
from the country. 

The prisoner complained that she had 
been subjected to the utmost brutality 
by the examining Magistrate and the 
prison wardens, who, when called to the 
witness stand, were unable to deny the 
charges. 

Mile. Leontieff is a daughter of Gen, 
Leontieff, who took an active part in 
the Russian campaign tn Manechuri 
and who afterwards was Governor oO 
one of the Russian provinces, and is @ 
niece of the late Gen. Trepoff. She is 
said to huve been concerned in an ufi- 
successful attempt upon the life of Tre- 
poff in 1905, for which she was confined 
for some time in an asylum for the in- 
sane. She was released on her prom- 
ise to leave Russia forever, and seemed 
then to have joined the revolutionary 
group in Switzerland. 

When M. Durnovo went abroad last 
year Mile. Leontieff volunteered to exe- 
cute upon him the sentence of the “fly- 
ing group’ of revolutionists, of whith 
she was a member. While several huft- 
dred persons were at a dinner in the 
Hotel Jungfrau Sept. 1 last, Mile. Leon- 
tieff rose from her seat at a table, drew 
a revolver from her eetloble and delib- 
erately fired at Charles Muller, a 
Frenchman, who was seated at @ near- 
by table. The first shot inflicted a fatal 
wound, the woman advanced toward the 
prostrate body afid fired four more 
shots. After her arrest it came out 
that Mile. Leontleff had mistaken Mul- 
ler for M. Durnovo.

Frank P. Crunden, Democratic candi- 
date for membership in the City Coun- 
cil, is a ‘‘single-taxer.’’ 

“I don’t want to pose as a reformer, 
because I am no such thing,” said 
Mr. Cruden to a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
“but I have studied the principles 
of single tax and believe the Ssys- 
tem would, if it were possible tomorrow 
to put it in operation, correct many of 
the injustices and abuses that can be 
traced to present methods of raising 
revenues. 

“With all my faith in the necessity 
and efficacy of single tax, 1 am yet con- 
vinced that its adoption must wait 
many years. But it is certain to come 
when the people have learned the in- 
equalities which the present system be- 
gets. 

“Just now I am content to indicate 
some of the unfairness that is mani- 
fest in the taxation of property in St. 
Louis. Tie first step towards a better- 
ment of conditions is an educational 
cumpaign that will show the injustice 
of present conditions. 

Burden Borne by Few. 

“I was a member of the grand jury 
which some months ago investigated 
the subject of taxation in St. Louis. 
I was surprised to learn by how few 
the burdens are borne. Those few, 
moreover, are the very persons who 
should have the benefit of any reduc- 
tion that may be affected in the load. 

“The valuable property in the mer- 
cantile sections of the city is not pay- 
ing its share of the revenues. The 
homes of the people in North St. Louis 
and South St. Louis—and even in West 
St. Louis—are paying more than a 
reasonable proportion of the rates. 

“The Assessor’s books will show that 
some of the most valuable properties 
on Broadway, for instance, are as- 
sessed at figures that are not more than 
a tithe of the prices at which they are 
held by their owners. 

“I think the rate of taxation should 
be based on the selling price of the 
land and the improvements. That is 
the only fair plan. But it is not the 
practice in St. Louis. Theownerof any 
ofthe strategic corners in St. Louis of- 
fers his property for sale at a very 
large sum and gets that sum, if he 
sells, but pays taxes on quite another 
and lower valuation. The owners of 
homes don’t do that. I suppose they 
can’t do it. 

“I hold a lot of immensely valuable 
real estate. I am not talking for my 
benefit. I am not anxious that there: 
should be any reform, unless the peo- 
ple as a whole demand it. § I only 
pledge myself to work with the rest 
oly change, and to accept the re- 
sults. ; 


Pledged to Public Ownership. 


“The value of land in St. Louis has 
its being and foundation in the fact 
that a great many people live here. The 
improvements that are reared every- 
where about us add to the value of 
the land. The;vacant lot that stands in 
the center of a prosperous district gets 
its worth from the lapor and money 
that are represented in the adjacent 
property. The people should have some 
benefits from the values which they 
create. Single tax promises that., and 
in my belief is the 6nly system of taxa- 
tion that can give it. 

“Whatever my influence may be. in 
|public office, if I am elected to any, 
‘will be directed to an equalization of 
[the burdens of taxation the extension 
of public ownership and the adoption of 
some system that will give the office to 
the man who is most capable of fill- 
ing it. 

“In our private affairs we seek to 
get men who are capable of doing our 
| work in the best possible manner. We 
; don’t ask about their political opinions. 
When the city has work to be done, we 
put in charge of it a man who has 
demonstrated no ability beyond that of 
serving his party. 

“IT don't hesitate to say that munici- 
pal servants should be chosen without 
regard to their partisan connections— 
sometimes in spite of them. That is 
what is done in England and Germany. 
There is no reason why public affairs 
should not be put into the hands of men 
who are as conscientious, capable and 
trustworthy as are those whom we se- 
lect to manage our private business. 


Not Trying to Be Reformer. 


“I don't like the idea of posing as a 
reformer. Somehow the people don't 
take reformers seriously. All I hope to 
be is the advocate of progress. 

“To find and correct abuses, to im- 
prove thje conditions under which we 
have to live is, to my mind, a purely 
commercial proposition—not a crusade 
or an interference with political par- 
ties or private rights.”’ 

Mr. Crunden is president of the Crun- 
den-Martin Woodenware Co., which, by 
establishing plants of its own to manu- 
facture paper bags. galvanized ware, 
gas and other articles, has escaped the 
clutches of several combinations that 
attempted to control prices. Employes 
of the company are among its stock- 
holders.
